the suspension of an order-ln-councll 
recently passed prohibiting the taking 
of fish in the trap* from August f&th 
to September 15th. The regulations of 
the department prohibit fishing In the 
Fraser river. When these regulations 
came Into effect the traps were not al¬ 
lowed. In order to bring them within 
the restriction an order-tn-crmnctl was 
passed creating the close season. - 

The trap men are of the opinion that 
this very seriously affects them and are 
petitioning the department at Ottawa 
to glye them relief from It. The con¬ 
tention of the trap men Is that the 
permission to continue fishing from 
August 25th to September 16th would 
Tn nowlse^iffect the spawning grounds. 
There are no aockeye being taken In 
the traps now and even If there were 
they could be liberated. 

The cohoes and spring aalmon might 
be taken by the traps, however. If 
they were allowed to operate In the 
close season referred ta At the pre- 
-sent time the United States trap men 
on the Hound are capturing these fish 
which pass the Vancouver Island traps. 

After September 15th the permission 
to take fish would be useless as the 
weather is usually such as to prevent 
any fishing by traps. 

The trrp men further argue tt m t they 
have on hand the tins sufficient to esn 
the take of cohoes If they are allowed 
to do IL If they are not the tins will 
be a loss, and having prepare^ for a 
sock eye run. w*hlch failed as far as the 
traps were concerned, the season of 
1906 will be a disastrous one.
